The Sermonette 


By THE REV. JOHN C. K E EST E R 


St. Ambrose Episcopal Church. Claremont 


Several months ago, one of the networks pre­ 
sented a television special which described a 21-day, 
packaged bus tour of Europe. Cam era and commen­ 
tator followed the adventures of a group of Am erican 
tourists from their start in London 
through their 10-country tour of the 
continent, and ended as they went 
through customs in New York City. 
The tour guide, who stayed with 
the group through the entire trip, 
took c a r e of all the d e t a i 1 s, an­ 
nounced interesting bits of inform a- 
tion over the bus’ loudspeaker svs- 
tem, and was, in general, a protect­ 
ing father figure. 
The bus. upon which the tourists travelled, had 
reclining seats, taped music, air conditioning and 
large picture windows. It was clean, cool, com forta­ 
ble. Its body formed a secure protective wall between 
its inhabitants and the environment through which 
they passed. 
It appeared that everything possible had been 
done to enable this intrepid band of travelers to pass 
through a m axim um number of countries with a 
m inim um amount of contact. By careful planning 
the group “ did” the tiny country of Liechtenstein in 
2U hours, which included lunch and inform ative lec­ 
ture. M eals w e r e planned to cater to Am erican 
tastes. The group visited buildings, bridges and bat­ 
tlefields. From the bus' reclining seats they were 
able to look out their windows and see Europe pass 
by. W ithin the secure sanctuary of the bus they did 
indeed do it all in 21 days. 
But when it is all over, one wonders what really 
was done. To be sure, the traveler can say with com­ 
plete honesty that he has been physically in Europe. 
Further, he has accumulated his own set of slides 
with which to entertain friends and relatives. But 
there has been no participation— ro involvement — 
with the people of those countries that were visited. 
It is doubtful that any lives were changed, any opin­ 
ions altered, any growth in one's understanding of 
him self as a person. For all practical purposes the 
people on the tour never stepped off of the bus. 
And it is within this dilem m a that I believe we 
find the reality of our Lord's life. For Jesus stated 
the meaning of his life in one sentence, “ I am come 
that they might have life, and that they might have 
it more abundantly.” 
And it is as we recall Jesus’ words and actions 
that we are able to see what life really is. 
In our Lord ’s life we see that real life is not 
observation, it is participation. We see that real life 
is not self-protection, it is involvement. We see that 
real life is not indecision, it is commitment. 
In the words and actions of Jesus we learn that 
the love and worship of God is not sim ply pious 
phrases or gothic architecture. Care packages, but 
rather in one’s own person to love the unlovable, to 
restore the outcast, to give hope to the hopeless, to 
reconcile those who are enemies. 
In the words and actions of Jesus we learn that 
the only real success or failure is one’s success or 
failure as a person. 
In the words and actions of Je.sus we learn that 
rea1 life can never be achieved riding on a bus. We 
have to leave its air conditioned security and step 
outside.

“ It didn’t make any differ­ 
ence,” he says now. “ 1 got my 
name advertised quite a bit.”

behind his home. For instance, 
he’s put together 40 pieces of a

in 1837 of the First Christian 
service ever held in the Pomona 
Valley. 
There’s a legend that a dying 
priest or trader buried boxes of 
gold and silver coins and costly 
gold vessels and ornaments un­ 
der the tree 10 years later or 
so. Madsen has been digging 
for it for several years, without 
success. 
The digging has stopped for 
the time 
being, 
but 
Madsen 
says his metal detector has in­ 
dicated something directly un­ 
der the stump, which will be 
harder to get to. 


“ I’ll get around to digging for 
it,” he said. “ The way I figure 
it, whether I find it or it stays 
there, it’s mine anyway.”

vulnerable to an 
extramarital 
affair. 
The play, “ The Seven Year 
Itch,’’ 
cleverly 
presents 
the 
almost 
imperceptible 
manner 
in which the marital relation­ 
ship becomes sufficiently dull, 
boring, and unrewarding as to 
set the stage for an affair. The 
itch for 
a 
relationship 
more 
vital, romantic, and meaning­ 
ful than the current marriage 
is not limited to the seventh 
year, however. It can as eas­ 
ily come in the first or even 
the fortieth year. 
Dr. Clark E. Vincent, profes­ 
sor of sociology and director of 
the Behavioral Sciences Center 
of Bowman Gray S c h o o l of 
Medicine of Wake Forrest Uni­ 
versity, said: 
“ It is my im­ 
pression that the vast majority 
of affairs 
develop in such a 
way that the parties involved 
are only belatedly aware of how 
far the relationship has gone.” 


H E SAID IT is as if there 


were a scale from one to 10, 
with point one representing per­ 
haps a cup of coffee or a drink 
with a member of the opposite 
sex and point 10 representing 
sexual 
relations. 
Few people 
move in one giant stride from 
step one to step 10, he said. 
More frequently, they take one 
step at a time; but once they 
have arrived at step nine, then 
step 10 is no further away than 
step two was from step one. 


“ If and when the itch does 
occur,” Dr. Vincent said, “ ex­ 
tramarital liaison is aided in 
today’s society by occupational 
settings that encourage hetero­ 
sexual i n t i m a c y . Eyebrows 
would quickly rise if a husband 
were to have coffee or lunch 
with the wife of his neighbor 
several times a week, but in 
a work situation equally close 
male-female 
relationships 
can 
develop 
during coffee breaks, 
lunch periods and shared ‘busi­ 
ness projects’ without raising 
any eyebrows.” 


DR. VIN C EN T said our dou­ 
ble standard makes enduring a 
spouse's 
extramarital 
involve- 


ment somewhat 
easier 
for a 
wife than for a husband. 
“ The husband may need con­ 
siderable help in understanding 
the gradual and almost imper­ 
ceptible manner in which af­ 
fairs can 
develop,” 
he said. 
“ He can also be helped to ap­ 
preciate the woman’s need for 
a reaffirmation of her ability 
to attract 
males. 
Quite 
fre­ 
quently, the wife is not noti- 
vated merely by sexual desire, 
but rather becomes involved in 
a meaningful 
relationship 
in 
which she sought reaffirmation 
that she is still feminine and 
lovely and lovable. 
“ The need for such reaffirm­ 
ation results partly from her in­ 
doctrination as a young girl, as 
a teen-ager, and during court­ 
ship with 
her 
own 
husband, 
when it 
was 
emphasized 
ini 
plicitly and explicitly that her 
worth as a female was meas­ 
ured by her success in attract­ 
ing males. If her husband has 
denied her this affirmation over 
a period of years, she inevita­ 
bly feels the need to obtain it 
from another man, even though 
she may not realize precisely 
what she is seeking.” 


So you can see, affairs usual­ 
ly start slowly. Anywhere along 
the line, a person 
who 
feels 
they 
are 
being 
drawn 
into 
something which might jeopar­ 
dize their marriage can seek 
professional advice and receive 
help. It is a real tragedy when 
a marriage which was basical­ 
ly good and could have been 
saved breaks up; and does ir­ 
reparable 
harm 
to 
husband, 
wife and children.

VALENTINO by Irvin Shul- 
man (Trident $6.95): An irrever­ 
ent account of the legend, the 
man and the times. 
Shulman, who recently wrote 
about Jean Harlow, uses some­ 
thing less than a 19-foot pole to 
poke and jab the great screen 
lover, the poor immigrant who 
rose from New York dance halls 
to Hollywood mansion dnd who 
was, according to H. L. Menc­ 
ken, catnip to women and a 
most unhappy fella. 
Here is the 
first marriage 
that ended the first night at the 
bedroom door, that second mar­ 
riage that possibly never really 
came off. With the delight of a 
fun-house 
b a r k e r , 
Shulman 
quotes the woes of Valentino— 
about the Chicago newspaper

Rudolph Valentino's g r e a t 
problem, according to the book, 
was not women or even his 
debts. It was his waistline. He 
loved to eat well. It is part of 
the puffy legend Shulman punc­ 
tures, again and again.

F R A N K F U R T, Germany 
(A P) — The four men in offi­ 
cers’ coats gripped carbines as 
their German staff car pulled 
up at a border checkpoint at 
dawn. 
They 
were 
ready 
to shoot 
their way through the controls. 
But the German guards, too 
sleepy to really care, flagged 
them on after a casual inspec­ 
tion. 
Moments later, the car was on 
neutral Dutch territory. “ Have 
a cigarette, boys,” said a chain­ 
smoking man in the rear who 
had seemed tensest of them all. 
“ You deserve it.” 
The date was Nov. 10, 1918. 
The chain-smoker was Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
II, 
who 
had 
just 
reached exile in Holland after 
losing the first World War. The 
Allies had been demanding his 
extradition. 
“ It wall be best for me to 
shoot myself dead,” he earlier 
had told Sigurd von Ilsemann, 
his 
aide-de-camp 
and 
fellow 
passenger in the car. “ It doesn’t 
matter where 1 go. I am hated 
everywhere.” 
Fifteen years after von Ilsc- 
mann’s 
death, 
his diary 
de­ 
scribing the flight to Holland 
and the ex-emperor’s life in ex­ 
ile has been published in a book 
that is labeled by West German 
historian Walter Goerlitz as a 
“ sensation on the memoirs mar­ 
ket.” 
Books on the Kaiser are num­ 
erous. But no author can claim 


so close and so long a contact 
with the exile as the aide-de- 
camp who stayed with him until 
Wilhelm died in 1941. 
In the first volume of the di­ 
aries, tilled “ Der Kaiser in Hol­ 
land,” published by Biederstein 
Verlag 
of 
Munich, 
Wilhelm 
emerges as a man who is often 
boastful, sometimes fearful, and 
is obsessed by a near pathologi­ 
cal urge to—chop wood. 
“ Please excuse my bothering 
you dear Countess,” the Kaiser 
said when welcomed by Eliza­ 
beth 
van 
Aklenburg-Bentinck, 
daughter of his first Dutch host 
and eventual wife of von Ilse­ 
mann. “ But 1 am not to be 
blamed for this.” 
In 
fact, 
he 
refused 
to be 
blamed for anything. 
But he 
found fault with almost every­ 
one around him and above all 
with the German people, whom 
he 
labeled 
limp, 
ill-informed 
and selfish. 
“ The greatest 
fault 
of the 
Germans is that they think first 
of their own well-being instead 
of that of their fatherland,” he 
once remarked. “ With the Eng­ 
lish is is the other way. There­ 
fore, they have become so pow­ 
erful.” 
He had planned to stay at 
Amerongen 
castle, 
his 
first 
stopping place in Holland, for 
three days. But the visit, filled 
with concern about the Allied 
extradition request, rumors of 
assassination plots and the ritu­ 
al daily log-cutting, which cost

Humor, Suspense 


ORANGE W EDNESDAY. By 
Leslie Thomas. Delacorte. $5.95. 


A curious combination of hu­ 
mor and suspense marks this 
novel, whose reluctant hero is 
Lt. Kingdom 
Brunei 
Hopkins, 
Royal Welsh Border Regiment 
detached. 
Brunei has been forgotten by 
the British Army. For two years 
he has been the sole guardian of 
“ Moribund 
Documents 
Sec­ 
tion,” a huge pile of military 
paperwork left over from the 
last 
war, 
which 
had 
been 
stashed 
away 
in 
Fulsbad, 
a 
small spa in southern Germany. 
Brunei lazily loafs away the 
time in this quiet backwater, 
until he is abruptly summoned 
by a British intelligence unit. 
There 
is 
to be a supersecret 
meeting of the heads of Britain, 
France, Russia and the United 
Slates, for the purpose of sign­ 
ing a treaty for the reunification 
of Germany. 
It will be held in Fulsbad, and 
the security agents of all four 
powers are setting up the ar- 


r a n g e m e n t s . Since Brunei 
knows Fulsbad, he is appointed 
their errand boy. 
He soon learns that the securi­ 
ty preparations are being run 


by a thoroughly disagreeable 
American 
agent; 
that 
the 
French agent is bent upon de­ 
struction; that the two Soviet 
agents don’t trust each other, 
and that the tw'O British agents 
are spying on each other. 
While Brunei is trying to cope 
with this mess, he also has 
some 
adventures 
with 
the 
American’s secretary’, a nym­ 
phomaniac; a teen-age German 
girl and a handful of neo-Nazis. 


The story starts out as a quiet 
and pleasingly droll comedy, de­ 
velops some farcical situations 
as it gains speed, and then cli­ 
maxes with as much blood and 
thunder as you'll find in any 
suspense story. 
Miles A. Smith 
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his host close to 15,000 trees, 
dragged out to a year and a 
half. 
At the peak of the extradition 
fears, he agreed to sneak out of 
Holland to a hideout in Germa­ 
ny. When Von Ilsemann sug­ 
gested that he shear off his han­ 
dlebar moustache to avoid de­ 
tection, 
Wilhelm’s 
counterpro­ 
posal was to let the ends of his 
moustache droop. 
The plan was to have the Kai­ 
ser fake illness and transfer 
him to a Dutch hospital. This 
would facilitate his escape and 
make the Dutch, for humanitar­ 
ian reasons, hesitate to extra­ 
dite him. 
For several days, the Kaiser 
agreed to stay in bed at Amer­ 
ongen. For weeks he wore a 
bandage 
around 
his 
head 
to 
simulate an ear ailment. R u ­ 
mors that somebody was out to 
assassinate him were plentiful. 
The suspects were French, Brit­ 
ish and American visitors to the 
nearby village, including a U.S. 
sailor and Kaiser fan who had 
brought a box of candies for his 
idol. 
“ Somehow, they (the Allies) 
will find a reason to kill me. 
That is their goal from which I 
will hardly be able to escape,” 
the Kaiser told von Ilsemann. 
At another time he toyed with 
the idea of committing suicide 
by taking drugs. 
But yet, he rarely skipped his 
sawing sessions or his nightly 
after-dinner 
monologues 
that 
put many of his listeners to 
sleep. Even von Ilsemann de­ 
scribed them as intolerably bor­ 
ing. 
In 1919, 
W'ilhelm 
bought 
a 
mansion at Doom for 500,000 
guilders and stuffed it with 50 


freight 
carloads 
of 
furniture 
selected from his 66 castles and 
mansions 
in 
Germany. 
Even 
before moving in, he had cut 500 
trees in Doom, causing “ de­ 
spair” to his entourage. 
Unrest in Germany in 1923 
boosted the Kaiser’s hopes for a 
“ war of liberation” that would 
restore him to the throne. “ I 
have definite word that war will 
start in August,” he told the 
chronicler. 
But 
the 
abortive 
Nov. 9 Putsch by Adolf Hitler 
was dismissed by him 
as a 
“ nonsensical affair.” 
“ In spite of all that has hap­ 
pened I daresay that the only 
one able to restore order at 
home is me,” he boasted. His 
feelings about the later ‘T-ueh- 
rer” 
Hitler are described 
in 
the second part of the diaries, 
shortly due to come out. 
It is known, however, that der 
Kaiser never liked der Fuehrer. 
Initial reaction to the diaries 
from the former Imperial house 
of Hohenzollern was critical. 


Prince 
Wilhelm 
of 
Prussia, 
one of the Kaiser's grandsons, 
said publication of the diaries 
was a breach of confidence. 
He suggested that the Kai­ 
ser's 
portrait 
emerging 
from 
the diaries was distorted be­ 
cause of momentary reactions 
and personal conflict within the 
small confined group around the 
exiled Kaiser. 
“ What is the use of silly re­ 
marks about the woodcutting of 
a man who for decades is tied to 
one place and has no other 
choice of physical exercise?” 
the Prince asked. 
He said he was sure that if the 
author were still alive he would 
never have agreed to publica­ 
tion of the full memoirs.

Clean Air, Beautiful Country 


Our Scan Tour of the Week took us to the 
rural community of Julian among the tall pines 
of the San Diego mountains. 
The 21 
.-hour drive to Julian is through some 
lovely country. We chose Highway 395 to I owuy 
and 78 to Julian. 
As we approached the community we saw the 
many orchards of now barren apple trees. Julian 
is known for its fine apple crop, and a highlight 
of the year for the community is the Apple Festival 
in October when the crops are picked. 
The population of Julian of 420 people has dwin­ 
dled since gold was discovered there in 1870, At 
that time it rivaled San Diego and it wais a (lose 
election that decided against Julians becoming the 
county seat. 
The main attractions now are the clean air 
and beautiful countryside. The town once was a 
good place to pick up antiques but both of the 
antique stores have closed. 
The Julian Museum is overflowing with antiques 
that have been 
lent by residents of a 
10-miie 
radius of town. I he museum itself has quite a 
history. It was constructed of adobe in 1870 and

was used as a saloon during the gold rush period. 


It later became a blacksmith shop. It was re­ 
stored to use by the Julian Woman’s Club as 
a museum in the 1950s. The adobe walls still 
stand. The fireplace is constructed of metales and 
manos (Indian grinding stones) that were found 
on a farm in Julian. 
We enjoyed the fire and were to discover that 
almost everywhere in Julian 
it was cold. None 
of the shops we visited seemed to have modern 
heating. We would enter a building and then huddle 
around whatever heating was offered, usually a 
small electric heater. 
The altitude is 4,235 feet and there was snow 
on the ground and roofs from a recent storm. 
One of the nice things about Julian is its friendly 
people, who are eager to tell you all about the 
community. Everywhere we went we were told 
about the young people who had recently purchased 
the Julian Hotel. 
The hotel is a large white structure on the 
east part of town. It is reported to be the oldest 
hotel in continuous operation in California. It was 


constructed in 1887 by former Negro slaves, Mr. 
and Mrs. R obinson. 
During the early history of the town, the R obin­ 
son Hotel was famous for its fine food. 
The present owners, Mr. and Mrs. John Nelson, 
plan to restore the hotel. They hope to have it 
completed sometime next summer. Mrs. 
Nelson 
pointed to a building across the street and told 
us that the stagecoach lines would stop at that 
point on the way to San Diego. 
She told us not to miss the tour at the Gold 
Eagle Mine. For $1 we would be given a helmet 
with a small light attached and be permitted to 
investigate the dark tunnels. We left this to the 
more adventurous. 
Local merchants sponsor a westem-style shooting 
and hanging 
for 
tourists on weekends 
and 
the 
costumed participants will pose for photographs. 
One dissappointment of the town is the over­ 
abundance of large signs that point the way to 
real estate offices and tow trucks and garages. 
They take away some of the first-impression charm 
of the town and might cause some tourists to 
drive through without stopping.

There is a lot of satisfaction in 
doing your own walls. But ev­ 
erything must be prepared be­ 
fore you begin. You’ll need a 
flat place so that covering can 
be stretched out and coated with 
adhesive and carried easily to 


the wall. If you hurry it, you 
might wind up wrapped in the 
material with goo from head to 
toe. Most adhesives permit slow 
motion. There is time to set the 
wall material into place careful­ 
ly before it begins to dry. 


Follow Directions Closely 
Be sure to read directions. If 
instructions sound a bit odd, re­ 
read before deciding that they 
are wrong. 
But follow them. 
You can zoom along when you 
get the hang of it

“ p r e p a s t e d,” “ strippable,” 
“ plastic-coated for washability” 
and “ color-locked’’ wall cover­ 
ings that offer easy application. 
It is these new manufacturing 
developments,

per fashionable. 
You may wish to experiment 
with your hanging technique be­ 
fore you begin a real big job. 
Try a flush door. It is a good 
way to test your skill. 
If you are afraid to tackle the 


job, get estimates from profes­ 
sional paperhangers. You may 
be surprised to find that the 
decorating mileage you get out 
of wallpaper is well worth the 
tab. Estimates vary but a sim­ 
ple room may be done for well 
under $50. 


On the other hand, an intri­ 
cate small room may cost more 
than 
you 
would 
suspect—one 
reason why it is wise to get an 
estimate at the scene rather 
than a “ guess” on the tele­ 
phone.

N FW YO RK (U P I) — There’s 
something new underfoot. 


It's 
polyurethane 
seamless 
flooring, first introduced f i v e 
years ago. but now making gi­ 
ant strides in the resilient floor­ 
ing industry, both for commer­ 
cial and, increasingly, for resi­ 
dential installations. 


The “ floors from cans," as 
they are called, are expected 
to account for an estimated 200 
to 300 million square feet of 
the 3'2 billion square foot re­ 
silient 
flooring 
market 
t h i s 
year, according to W i l l i a m 
Reutz, urethane product man­ 
ager for Cargill, Inc., Minne­ 
apolis. 
Cargill supplies the urethane 
chemical as a raw material to 
seamless 
flooring 
companies. 
The unique flooring is a liquid 
applied with trowel, spray gun 
or roller. 


Tough But StyJish 


Reutz says 
the material 
is 
tough but stylish. It's virtual­ 
ly child-proof, won't blister and 
is not damaged by alcohol, de­ 
tergents. 
chemicals, 
w a t e r , 
grease or other stains — any 
of which can be removed with 
a damp cloth. 
Chiefly though, 
Reutz 
feels, 
the attraction of the flooring is 
its versatility, limited only by 
the i m a g i n a t i o n . He says 
“ there’s almost no limit to the 
color 
combinations 
you 
can 
get." 
“ It has been used on kitchen, 
recreation r o o m 
and garage 
floors, on 
baseboards, 
patios, 
shower stalls, walls, 
bar and 
counter tops and even sunken 
bathtubs," Reutz said. “ Coins, 
sequins, maps, a coat of arms 
—almost any flat 
object—can 
be inlaid." 
Cargill’s recommended proc­ 
ess (there are many variations 
on the market, Reutz notes) in­ 
volves the application of a seal- 
coat of urethane — 
a 
clear, 
fast-drying liquid with a tough 
finish — followed by what the 
industry terms a “ floodcoat” of 
the same product. 
Before the 
thicker 
floodcoat 
has dried, 
colored 
plastic 
or 
metallic 
flakes 
are 
sprayed 
upon it. When this has dried, a 
second floodcoat is applied and 
more colored flakes spread to 
assure a solid and even distri­ 
bution. The floor then is sand­ 
ed lightly, and is finished off 
with two 
or 
more 
additional 
coats of urethane, which pro­ 
tects 
everything 
beneath 
it 
against wear. 


Dries in 2 to 5 Hours 


Each layer of urethane 
re­ 
quires from two to five hours 
to dry, depending upon humid­ 
ity, temperature and air circu­ 
lation. Residential jobs usually 
are completed in less than two 
days, Reutz said. 
He said the great variety of 
colored flakes available permits 
any number of color combina­ 
tions. Specific designs are cre­ 
ated by placing masking tape 
over areas that will have dif­ 
ferent 
color 
than 
adjoining 
ones. Maps or other flat inlays 
can be laid down before finish­ 
ing coats of urethane are add­ 
ed. 
The finished floor, Reutz said, 
is glossy, free of dirt-collecting 
seams, never needs waxing and 
is skid proof.

the public. He felt sure these 
native rug weavers could repro­ 
duce designs of his own select­ 
ion — so he went ahead with 
the idea. Hence the name Rug- 
crofters, and the growth of the 
company.

As the need grew for new 
tools and equipment as well as 
a concentrated source of a rti­ 
sans, Kline shifted his custom

The Sermonette

St. Ambrose Episcopal Church, Claremont 


Several months ago, one of the networks pre- 
Mnted a television special which described a 21-day, 
packaged bus tour of Europe. Camera and commen­ 
ts'or followed the adventures of a group of American 
tourists from their start in London 
through their 10-country tour of the 
continent, and ended as they went 
through customs in New York City. 
The tour guide, who stayed with 
the group through the entire trip, 
took c a r e of all the d e t a i 1 s, an­ 
nounced interesting bits of informa­ 
tion over the bus’ loudspeaker sys­ 
tem, and was, in general, a protect­ 
ing father figure. 
The bus, upon which the tourists travelled, had 
reclining seats, taped music, air conditioning and 
large picture windows. It was clean, cool, comforta­ 
ble. Its body formed a secure protective wall between 
its inhabitants and the environment through which 
they passed. 
It appeared that everything possible had been 
done to enable this intrepid band of travelers to pass 
through a maximum number of countries with a 
minimum amount of contact. By careful planning 
the group “ did” the tiny country of Liechtenstein in 
2! - hours, which included lunch and informative lec­ 
ture. Meals w e r e planned to cater to American 
tastes. The group visited buildings, bridges and bat­ 
tlefields. From the bus’ reclining seats they were 
able to look out their windows and see Europe pass 
by. Within the secure sanctuary of the bus they did 
indeed do it all in 21 days. 
But when it is all over, one wonders what really 
was done. To be sure, the traveler can say with com­ 
plete honesty that he has been physically in Europe. 
Further, he has accumulated his own set of slides 
with which to entertain friends and relatives. But 
there has been no participation—no involvement — 
with the people of those countries that were visited. 
It is doubtful that any lives were changed, any opin­ 
ions altered, any growth in one’s understanding of 
himself as a person. For ail practical purposes the 
people on the tour never stepped off of the bus. 
And it is within this dilemma that I believe we 
find the reabty of our Lord’s life. For Jesus stated 
the meaning of his life in one sentence, “ I am come 
that they might have life, and that they might have 
it more abundantly." 
And it is as we recall Jesus' words and actions 
that we are able to see what life really is. 
In our Lord's life we see that real life is not 
observation, it is participation. We see that real life 
is not self-protection, it is involvement. We see that 
real life is not indecision, it is commitment. 
In the words and actions of Jesus we learn that 
the love and worship of God is not simply pious 
phrases or gothic architecture, Care packages, but 
rather in one’s own person to love the unlovable, to 
restore the outcast, to give hope to the hopeless, to 
reconcile those who are enemies. 
In the words and actions of Jesu« we learn that 
the on!> real success or failure is one’s success or 
failure is a person. 
In the words and actions of Jesus we learn that 
ret* life can never be achieved riding on a bus. We 
have to leave its air conditioned security and step 
outside.

“ Churches face an enormous 
task in the deployment of their 
resources,” the Rev. F. Thom­ 
as Trotter said at a luncheon at 
the Claremont Inn. 
Mr. Trotter said churches are 
still in the post-World War II 
expansion period. They spend 
great amounts on building prog­ 
rams and 65 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation is associated with some 
church 
affiliation, 
but wealth 
does not mean an institution is 
functioning well, he said. 


“ It is a time of testing of 
the old ways and the new,” Mr.! 
Trotter stated. “ The changes In 
the catholic Church give an 
example of this with Cardinal 
McIntyre holding on to the tra­ 
ditional ideas and the sisters of 
the Immaculate Heart seeking 
reforms in their dress and pri-i 
vate life.” 
Mr. Trotter listed the phe­ 
nomenal 
changes 
that 
have 
taken place within the church 
and said the move toward unity 
would be the most significant. 


“ The meeting last year with 
Athenagoras !, the patriarch of 
Eastern Orthodox Church, and 
Pope Paul healed a wound of 
900 years and a breach in the 
Christian family.” 
“ The Pope also sent an offi­ 
cial representative to East Ger­ 
many last year to send greeting 
on the anniversary of the refor­ 
mation. There has been a phen­ 


omenal opening up within the 
Catholic Church. You can see it 
everywhere,” he said.

for the specialist minister, he 
said. 
One aspect of this is the inter­ 
city minister who speaks the

wears a clerical collar as his 
uniform, the theologian said. 
“ Many theology students dis­ 
dain rural pastorates for the 
challenge of the city pastorate,” 
Mr. Trotter said.

M edical Doors O p e n 


Science, which creates all sorts of social prob­ 
lems in its relentless advance across the frontiers of 
knowledge, also has a way of solving those problems. 
Since the first heart transplant operation was 
performed in South Afi ica a few weeks ago, much 
has been written «about the potential ethical and legal 
dilemmas doctors could run up against in this new 
and rapidly progressing field of organ transplanta­ 
tion. 
Theoretically, a physician could be torn between 
his duty to do every thing to save the life of a dying 
patient*anti the knowledge that the u n d a m a g e d heart 
or kidney or spleen of that patient was urgently need­ 
ed by someone else. 
Not so theoretically, existing laws in most states 
give surviving relatives entire say over the disposi­ 
tion of a person’s body. 


These* are* real problem s, but so far they have not 
stood as obstacles to the advance of knowledge in this 
area of medicine. Eventually, they may not so much 
be solved as by passed. 
Dr. Charles A. Hufnagel of Georgetown Univer­ 
sity Medical School in Washington, D.C., has dis­ 
closed that he is working on a researc h project aimed 
at finding out whether the hearts of unborn calves 
can be preconditioned for transplantation into human 
beings. 
Hufnagel, inventor of the first artificial heart 
valve, believes that drugs and radiation treatment 
while the calves are still in embryo can overcome the 
human body’s rejection mechanism against foreign 
tissue. 


There* rem ains, loo, the* possibility e»f building 
completely artificial hearts, which are basically, just 
pumps. This research is still in its earliest begin­ 
nings. 
Much further out is the prediction by some sci­ 
e n tis ts that by the end of this century, we may know 
how to make the body regenerate lost limbs. If this 
is possible, it is not utterly fantastic to envision a 
day when \ ital human organs can be* grown in the 
laboratory from « lumps of cells. 
That historic operation in S o u t h Africa has 
nudged open another door past which we* can peer a 
little further into an cvitin g future. Hut we have, 
literally, seen nothing vet.

Liberal Intellectuals: 


Their Twin Standards 


The selective indignation of 
some liberal intellectuals in the 
United States and Europe is an­ 
other 
demonstration 
of 
their 
double standard of morality. 
Nowhere is th s more evident 
than in their loud p r o t e s t s 
against t h e imprisonment of 
Regis Debray ¡n Bolivia and 
their silence about the tragic 
fate of Huber Matos in Fidel 
Castro’s Cuba, 
D e b r a y is a 28 - year - old 
Frenchm an born to wealth and 
privilege who became the apos­ 
tle of Communist guerrilla war­ 
fare. He achieved dubious fame 
w th a little book, “ Revolution 
in the Revolution’’ in which he 
said, among other things, that 
“ the establishm ent of military 
rather than political centers of 
insurrection” in Latin America 
is "decisive for the future.” 
Even Reds who take their cue 
from Moscow are too tam e for 
this pam pered young French­ 
man. He wants his “capitalist” 
opponents 
destroyed 
and 
not 
just subverted. 


Debray’s book is reportedly 
favored reading by Fidel Cas­ 
tro. It is also the “ revolution­ 
ary guidebook" of the extrem ist 
New Left and assorted Black 
Power advocates in the United 
States. 
Last Fall Debray was sentenc­ 
ed by a Bolivian military court 
to 30 years in prison because of 
his participation in a guerrilla 
band led by ( he Guevara, Cas­ 
tro’s 
top 
lieutenant. 
The original intention of the 
Bolivians was to shoot Debray. 
What right, they asked, did this 
idle son of the I rent h bourgeoi­ 
sie have to sow chaos in their 
country and kill defenseless and 
innocent peasants in the name 
of his mythical revolution? 
Ironically, it was the inter­ 
vention of the U.S. Central in­ 
telligence Agency — the same 
CIA which is the favorite whip­ 
ping boy of the intellectuals — 
that saved Debray’s life. 


But 
even 
his 
imprisonment 
has drawn p! as of clemency 
from hundreds of international 
figures, including French Presi­ 
dent De Gaulli* and the Arch­ 
bishop of Paiis. 
Yet, true to their prin< iple of 


u V u l i v i ‘ i n i t i p n ' i f a m a n d ;« d o u ­ 


ble standard of morality, these 
intellectuals n e v e r petitioned 
Castro to liberate Huber Matos. 
They never uttered a word of 
protest against his unjust im ­ 
p r is o n m en t. 
A humble and gentle m an, 
Matos, now 48, was revered al­ 
most as a saint by ordinary Cu­ 
bans when this w riter was in 
Havana in 1959. 
He was a schoolteacher when 
he left the classroom to fight 
against Batista. After the revo­ 
lution, he was appointed by his 
“ friend” Fidel Castro as mili­ 
tary governor of the Ca maguey 
Province. 
But glory and power did not 
interest Matos. He wanted free­ 
dom and a better life for his 
people. When he realized that 
Castro was selling out the Cu­ 
ban people to communism, he 
broke with him in a letter dated 
Oct. 19, 1959. 


Two days, later, Castro per­ 
sonally arrested Matos. He was 
convicted for counterrevolution­ 
a r y activity and sentence*i to 20 
years in prison. 
For nine years, Matos who, 
unlike Debray. is guilty of no 
crime, has been in 
C astro’s 
jails. 
Bolivia’s President Rene Bar­ 
rientos Orfuna recently offered 
to exchange Debray for Matos, 
whom he described as a "great 
teacher who did a great deal 
for the Cuban peasants.” 
But some of the world's lead­ 
ing 
liberal 
intellectuals, 
who 
just took part in one of Castro’s 
"cultural” congresses, are still 
silent about Matos.

degree that continually amazes 
even those who have been most 
actively involved in the transi­ 
tion. 
This 
does 
not 
mean 
that 
reunion of Christians in one b.g 
church 
is 
just 
around 
the 
com er. 
Despite 
the 
fears of some 
traditionalists, the Roman Cath­ 
olic 
Church 
is 
not 
"turning 
Protestant.” It is engaged in a 
far-reaching reformation, initi­ 
ated by Pope John XXIII and tb* 
Vatican 
Council, 
which 
is 
affecting 
m any 
features 
of 
Catholicism 
which 
Prot* bants 
used to find particularly baf­ 
fling or objectionable. But it 
rem ains distinctively Catholic in 
worship, theology, and organiza­ 
tion. 
On the other side, Protestants 
are beginning—but just begin­ 
ning—to reclaim some of the 
Catholic portions of the total 
Christian heritage which were 
thrown out, along with the bath 
w ater, during the 16th century 
breakway from Rome.

The play, “ The Seven Year 
Itch,*’ 
cleverly 
presents 
the 
almost 
imperceptible 
manner 
in which the marital relation­ 
ship becomes sufficiently dull, 
boring, and unrewarding as to 
set the stage for an affair. The 
itch for a 
relationship 
more 
vital, romantic, and meaning­ 
ful than the current marriage 
is not limited to the seventh 
year, however. It can as eas­ 
ily come in the first or even 
the fortieth year. 
Dr. Clark E. Vincent, profes­ 
sor of sociology and director of 
the Behavioral Sciences Center 
of Bowman Gray S c h o o l of 
Medicine of Wake Forrest Uni­ 
versity, said: “ It is my im­ 
pression that the vast majority 
of affairs 
develop in such a 
way that the parties involved 
are only belatedly aware of how 
far the relationship has gone.” 


HE SAID IT is as if there 


were a scale from one to 10, 
with point one representing per­ 
haps a cup of coffee or a drink 
with a member of the opposite 
sex and point 10 representing 
sexual 
relations 
Few people 
move in one giant stride from 
step one to step 10, he said. 
More frequently, they take one 
step at a time; but once they 
have arrived at step nine, then 
step 10 is no further away than 
step two was from step one. 


“ If and when the itch does 
occur,” Dr. Vincent said, “ ex­ 
tramarital liaison is aided in 
today’s society by occupational 
settings that encourage hetero­ 
sexual i n t i m a c y . Eyebrows 
would quickly rise if a husband 
were to have coffee or lunch 
with the wife of his neighbor 
several times a week, but in 
a work situation equally close 
male-female relationships can 
develop during coffee breaks, 
lunch periods and shared ’busi­ 
ness projects’ without raising 
any eyebrows.” 


DR. VINCENT said our dou­ 
ble standard makes enduring a 
spouse’s extramarital 
involve- 


ment somewhat easier for a 
wife than for a husband. 
“ The husband may need con 
siderable h«*lp in understanding 
the gradual and almost imper­ 
ceptible manner in which af­ 
fairs can develop,” he said. 
“ He can also be helped to ap­ 
preciate the woman’s need for 
a reaffirmation of her ability 
to attract 
males. 
Quite 
fre­ 
quently, the wife is not noti- 
vated merely by sexual desire, 
but rather becomes involved in 
a meaningful 
relationship 
in 
which she sought reaffirmation 
that she is still f minine and 
lovely and lovable. 
“The need for such reaffirm­ 
ation results partly from her in­ 
doctrination as a young girl, as 
a teen-ager, and during court­ 
ship with 
her own 
husband, 
when it was emphasized im­ 
plicitly and explicitly that her 
worth as a female was meas­ 
ured by her success in attract­ 
ing males. If her husband has 
denied her this affirmation over 
a period of years, she inevita­ 
bly feels the need to obtain it 
from another man, even though 
she may not realize precisely 
what she is seeking.” 
So you can see, affairs usual­ 
ly start slowly. Anywhere along 
the line, a person 
who feels 
they 
are 
being 
drawn 
into 
something which might jeopar­ 
dize their marriage can seek 
professional advice and receive 
help. It is a real tragedy when 
a marriage which was basical­ 
ly good and could have been 
saved breaks up; and does ir­ 
reparable 
harm 
to husband, 
wife and children.

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Long Ocean Crossing 
Easy for 22-Footer

NEW YORK 
(UP1) — An 
ocean voyage in one of today’s 
smaller stock sailboats can be a 
safe and pleasant experience. 
Three hardy California sail­ 
ors demonstrated it when they 
made a 2,500-mile cruise from 
Los Angeles to Honolulu in a 22- 
foot sloop. 
The trio, owner skipper Phil 
Stangeland, Jim Fritz and Tom 
Russo, sailed the sloop Gadfly 
into Honolulu harbor 23 days 
after departing the California 
coast, 
averaging 
almost 
109 
miles per day. 
The best 24-hour run was an 
impressive 176 miles. 
The Gadfly is a fiberglass 
craft with 
M.O.R.C. 
(Midget 
Ocean Raring Class) rating and 
was built by W.D. Schock Co., 
of Santa Ana, which calls it the 
Santana 22. It has a 7-foot 10- 
inch beam, 3 foot, 6 inch draft, 
2-600-pound 
dislpucement 
and 
217 square feet of sail area. 
Length at the waterline is 18- 
feet 9-inches. 
Stangeland feels that on such 
a long voyage the size of the 
boat is not so much a factor 
as design, construction and pro­ 
per provisioning. 
He also says that compatibil­ 
ity of shipmates and genuine 
love of the sea are two other 
vital factors that can either 
make a voyage fun, or mutin­ 
ous, depending upon the degree 
to which they are present. 
Stangeland’s Gadfly has a me­ 
dium size, self - bailing cockpit 
to allow a boarding sea to drain 
out on its own, a low profile 
cabin top for reduced wind re­ 
sistance and strength to stand 
up to solid water from waves 
that might slam into the side 
in a blow. 
Another h u l l feature, which 
provides good performance in 
any small offshore auxiliary, is 
the fine forebody designed to 
make windward work easy go­ 
ing 
and 
pleasant, 
There 
is 
enough flare to keep the spray 
down and the fme entrance de­ 
velops into a stiff midsection 
with good beam wel! aft to give- 
high stability. 
The spade rudder is placed 
well aft for positive control un­ 
der all conditions. 


GARY MULL, who designed 
the Santana 22, gave it a mast­ 
head sloop rig, allowing a rela­ 
tively small main and jib for 
leisurely cruising and day sail­ 
ing, but with large foretriangle 
that will accommodate big ge- 
noas and spinnakers for racing. 
Power is by outboard up to 
10 horsepower which may be 
mounted on the transom. 
Stangeland 
points 
out 
that 
provisioning for long cruises on 
small auxiliaries is no longer a 
problem with availability of a 
great variety of specially pre­ 
pared and packaged food con­ 
centrates which need no refrig­ 
eration. Cooking on the Gadfly 
was done with a compact one- 
burner alcohol stove. 
Stangeland said the water sup­ 
ply — 34 gallons — was carried 
in plastic jugs spread out over 
the boat — in the bilges, under 
bunks and in other low places. 
Eleven gallons were left on ar­ 
rival in Honolulu. 
Spare rigging parts, rudder 
assembly, tools and other items 
which might have been needed 
to make repairs underway were 
taken 
along, 
but 
none 
was 
needed. 
As for compatability, Stange­ 
land’s crew of Fritz and Russo 
had worked with him for some 
time at the School of Sailing 
which he operates in Marina del 
Rey, and they were thoroughly 
acquainted with each other be­ 
fore the voyage began. 


BEFORE THEY left they con­ 
sidered the possibility of “cab­ 
in fever” developing and made 
it a rule that no man would 
raise his voice in anger or grow 
surly in the presence of his 
shipmates. They lived up to 
this, Stangeland says. 
Weather conditions for most of 
the 23 day voyage were smooth, 
but about halfway waves buiit 
up to such proportions from a 
distant storm that some Ameri­ 
can destroyers passing fairly 
close almost dropped out of 
sight w h e n they were in the 
troughs, Stangeland said. 
And for the last three days 
into Honolulu, the Gadfly was 
hard on the wind in stuff up to 
40 knots, Instead of running in 
as is usually the case.

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Reading Pages of History

LAKE MANYARA, Tanzania 
(UPI) — The winds of change 
may be blowing across Africa 
but a visit to Tanzania is like 
turning back the pages of his­ 
tory. 
L i o n s , leopards, elephants, 
rhinos, giraffes and other wild 
animals most Americans have 
seen only in a zoo or circus 
roam the open country as since 
time immemorial. And m a ny 
of the tribes in the interior still 
cling to the their ancient tradi­ 
tions and cultures. 
We saw some of the Old Af­ 
rica on the drive to Lake Man- 
yara in the heart of the north­ 
ern highland after flying up 
from Dar es Salaam to Moshi, 
gateway to Mt. 
Kilimanjaro, 
aboard an East African Air­ 
ways DC3. 
Minibuses, painted with zebra 
stripes, waited at the airport 
to take us the 200-odd miles to 
Lake Manyara. The road was 
fairly good until just beyond 
Arusha, a major safari center, 
where it became little m o r e 
than a rippled dirt trail through 
coflee and other plantations and 
the open bush. 
But the clouds of dust and the 
spine-cracking jolting were a 
small price to pay for the close- 
up look at an ancient way of 
life. We drove by clusters of 
beehive - shaped h u t s with 
thatched roofs surrounded by 
protective palisades of sharp­ 
ened wood and bamboo stakes, 
herds of hump backed cattle 
and goats tended by barefooted 
children with long wands, and 
men and women working in the 
fields with wooden hoes and 
plows just as their ancestors 
did. 
There also were young girls 
balancing water tins or piles of 
firewood on their heads, moth­ 
ers carrying babes 
on th<*ir 
backs wrapped in blankets and 
weaving grass baskets as they 
walked along, and boys and 
men with machettes and long 
staffs. 
Some of the women wore the 
traditional 
long dresses 
with 
rows of colorful beads around 
their necks, arms and ankles. 


Men wore shorts and a variety 
of other garments, 
including 
what looked like 
U S. 
Army 
World War II overcoats. 
It is about 80 miles from Aru­ 
sha to the Lake Manyara Lodge. 
The road drops down into the 
Lake Manyara National P a r k 
which covers abou 123 square 
miles in the Great Rift Valley 
running through Africa. A sign 
at the entrance read “National 
Parks of East Africa held in 
trust for all mankind.” Numer­ 
ous reserves have been set up 
in Tanzania, Kenya and Uganda 
to protect 
African 
wild 
life 
from the threat of extermina­ 
tion by man and encroaching 
civilization. 
Manyara is famed for its li­ 


ons which spend most of the 
day sleeping high in the acacia 
trees. We didn’t see any lions 
but we did spot elephants, an­ 
telopes, zebras, buffalos, mon­ 
keys and other wild game as 
well as huge flocks of pink fla­ 
mingoes and other water fowl 
and land birds. 
The Lake Manyara Lodge sits 
4,100-foot high on the escarp­ 
ment of the Great Rift wall, 
providing guests with a breath­ 
taking view of the lake and 
park 1,000 feet below and for 
miles 
around. 
There 
are a 
swimming pool and 100 rooms, 
many 
with 
private bath 
or 
shower, 
dining 
room, 
lounge 
and bar. (Rates begin about $10 
per person daily with meals.)

It is a fine 
thing to be able to feel we can name 
it when next we see it chasing its 
head down the street and trying to 
take a photograph of the zenith 
with its backbone. 
It is curious 
that the solution of the mystery nev­ 
er occurred to us before.”

Maybe if we w e r e 
equally as outspoken in the way we 
report the activities of our Hell’s 
Angels and beatniks and c a m p u s

(AP) — The four men in offi­ 
cers' coats gripped carbines as 
their German staff car pulled 
up at a border checkpoint at 
dawn. 
They 
were ready 
to shoot 
their way through the controls. 
But the German guards, too 
sleepy to really care, flagged 
them on after a casual inspec­ 
tion. 
Moments later, the car was on 
neutral Dutch territory. “ Have 
a cigarette, boys,” said a chain­ 
smoking man in the rear who 
had seemed tensest of them all. 
"You deserve it.” 
The date was Nov. 10, 1918. 
The chain-smoker was Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
II, 
who 
bad 
just 
reached exile in Holland after 
losing the first World War. The 
Allies had been demanding h s 
extradition. 
“ It will be best for me to 
shoot myself dead,” he earlier 
had told Siguid von Ilsemann, 
his 
aide-de-camp 
and 
fellow 
passenger in the car. "It doesn’t 
m atter where I go. 1 am hated 
everywhere.” 
Fifteen years after von Ilse- 
m ann’s death, 
his diary de­ 
scribing the flight to Holland 
and the ex-emperor's life in ex­ 
ile has been published in a book 
that is labeled by West German 
h.storian W alter Goerlitz as a 
“ sensation on the memoirs m ar­ 
ket. 
Books on the Kaiser are num­ 
erous. But no author can claim 


so close and so long a contact 
with the exile as the aide-de- 
camp who stayed with him until 
Wilhelm died in 1941. 
In the first volume of the di­ 
aries, titled “ Der Kaiser in Hol­ 
land,” published by Bicderstein 
Yerlag 
of 
Munich, 
Wilhelm 
em erges as a man who is often 
boastful, sometimes fearful, and 
is obsessed by a near pathologi­ 
cal urge to—chop wood. 
“ Please excuse my bothering 
you dear Countess,” the Kaiser 
said when welcomed by Eliza­

van 
Aldenburg-Bentinck, 
daughter of his first Dutch host 
and eventual wife of von Ilse­ 
mann. “ But 1 am not to be 
blamed for this.”

fact, he refused to be 
blamed for anything. But he

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Our Scan Tour of the Week took us to the 
rural community of Julian among 
the tall pines

The 2; -hour drive to 
Julian is through some 
lovely country. We chose 
Highway 305 to Poway 
and 7^ to Julian 
As we approached the community we saw the 
many orchards of now barren apple trees. Julian 
is known fur its fine apple crop, and a highlight 
of the year for the community is the Apple Festival 
in October when the crops are picked. 
'I he population of Julian of 420 people has dwin­ 
dled since gold was discovered there in 1870 
At 
that time it rivaled San Diego and it was a close 
election that decided against Julians becoming the 
county seat. 
The main attractions 
now are the clt in air 
and beautiful countryside. The town once was a 
good place to pick up antiques but both of the 
antique stores have closed. 
The Julian Museum is overflowing with antiques 
that have been lent by residents of a 10-mile 
radius of town. The museum itself has quite a 
history. It was constructed of adobe in 1870 and

was used as a saloon during the gold rush period. 


It later became a blacksmith shop. It was re­ 
stor'd to use by 
the Julian Womans i 
b os 
a museum in the 1950s. The adobe walls still 
stand, ihe fireplace is constructed of metales u i 
manos (Indian grinding stones) that were found 
on a farm in Julian. 
We enjoyed the fire and were to discover that 
almost everywhere in Julian it was cold. None 
of the shops we visited seemed to have modern 
heating. We would enter a budding and then huddle 
around whatever heating was offered, usually a 
small electric heate r 
The altitude is 4,235 feet and there was 5-now 
on the ground and roofs from a recent storm. 
One of the nice things about Julian is its friendly 
people, who are eager to tell you all about the 
community. Everywhere we went we were told 
about the young people who had recently purchased 
the Julian Hotel. 
The hotel is a large white stru ctu re on the 
east part of town. It is reported to be the oldest 
hotel in continuous operation in California. It was 


constructed in 1 s87 by former Negro slaves, Mr. 
and Mrs, Robinson. 
During the early history of the town, the Robin­ 
son Hotel was t tmous for its fine food. 
The present owners, Mr. and Mis. John Nelson, 
plan to re tore the hotel. They hope to have it 
completed sometime next summer. Mrs. Nelson 
pointed to a budding across the street and told 
us that the stagecoach lines would stop at that 
point on the way to San Diego. 
She told us not to miss the tour at the Gold 
Eagle Mine. For $1 we would be given a helmet 
with a small light attached and be permuted to 
investigate the dark tunnels. We left this to the 
more ad\enturous. 
Local merchants sponsor a western-style shooting

tourists on weekends 
and

It was the express 
will of Jesus Christ that His 
followers be one flock, united in 
brotherly love. Christ’s views on 
the m atter were set forth at His 
Last Supper with the disciples, 
and are recorded in the 14th 
through the 17th chapters of 
John’s gospel, most explicitly in 
John 18:21. 
Many sincere Christians say 
that Christ was talking about 
spiritual unity, not necessarily 
organizational unity. That m ay 
be. But from the 16th century 
until very recently, there was 
no sem blance of spiritual unity 
or organizational unity in the 
Christian family. 
If the ecum enical movement 
has changed that situation, its 
supporters 
would

to 
have grounds for believing that 
it was called into being and is 
being led by the Holy Spirit.

Comes O ut of Cans

NEW YORK (UPH — There’s 
som ething new underfoot. 


It's 
polyurethane 
seam less 
flooring, first introduced f i v e 
years ago, but now making gi­ 
ant strides in the resilient floor­ 
ing industry, both for com m er­ 
cial and, increasingly, for resi­ 
dential installations. 


The “ floors from can s,” as 
they are called, are expected 
to account for an estim ated 200 
to 300 million square feet of 
the 3 ', billion square foot re­ 
silient 
flooring 
market 
t h i s 
year, according to W i l l i a m 
Reutz, urethane product man­ 
ager for Cargill, Inc., Minne­ 
apolis. 
Cargill supplies the urethane 
chem ical as a raw material to 
seam less 
flooring 
companies. 
The unique flooring is a liquid 
applied with trowel, spray gun 
or roller. 


Tough But StyJish 


Reutz says 
the 
m aterial 
is 
tough but stylish. It’s virtual­ 
ly child-proof, won’t blister and 
is not damaged by alcohol, de­ 
tergents, 
chem icals, 
w a t e r , 
grease or other stains — any 
of whic h can be removed with 
a damp cloth. 
Chiefly though, 
Reutz 
feels, 
the attraction of the flooring is 
its versatility, limited only by 
the i m a g i n a t i o n . He says 
“ there’s alm ost no limit to the 
color 
combinations 
you 
can 
get." 
“ It has been used on kitchen, 
recreation r o o m 
and garage 
floors, on 
baseboards, 
patios, 
shower stalls, walls, 
bar 
and 
counter tops and even sunken 
bathtubs,” Reutz said. “Coins, 
sequins, maps, a coat of arms 
—alm ost any flat 
object—can 
be inlaid.” 
Cargill’s recom m ended proc­ 
ess (there are m any variations 
on the market, Reutz notes) In­ 
volves the application of a seal- 
coat of urethane — 
a 
clear, 
fast-drying liquid with a tough 
finish — followed by what the 
industry term s a “ floodcoat” of 
the sam e product. 
Before the 
thicker 
floodcoat 
has dried, 
colored 
plastic 
or 
m etallic 
flakes 
are 
sprayed 
upon it. When this has dried, a 
second floodcoat is applied and 
more colored flakes spread to 
assure a solid and even distri­ 
bution. The floor then is sand­ 
ed lightly, and is finished off 
with two 
or 
more 
additional 
coats of urethane, which pro­ 
tects 
everything 
beneath 
it 
against wear. 


Dries in 2 to 5 Hours 


Each layer of 
urethane 
re­ 
quires from two to five hours 
to dry, depending upon humid­ 
ity, tem perature and air circu­ 
lation. Residential jobs usually 
are com pleted in less than two 
days, Reutz said. 
He said the great variety of 
colored flakes available perm its 
any number of color com bina­ 
tions. Specific designs are cre­ 
ated by placing m asking tape 
over areas that will have dif­ 
ferent 
color 
than 
adjoining 
ones. Maps or other flat inlays 
can be laid down before finish­ 
ing coats of urethane are add­ 
ed. 
The finished floor, Reut2 said, 
is glossy, free of dirt-collecting 
seam s, never needs waxing and 
is skid proof 


He said cost of the seam less 
m ay range anywhere from 65 
cents per square foot for large 
jobs to $1.50 per square foot 
for sm all ones. Original cost, 
he said, is offset by low m ain­ 
tenance expense. 


One maintenance 
contractor 
for com m ercial jobs, he said, 
has estim ated the upkeep cost 
of seam less 
at 
20 
cents 
a 
square foot per year, compared 
to 40 cents for quarry tile, 55 
cents for linoleum and v i n y l 
tile and more than 60 cents for 
vinyl asbestos and asphalt tile. 


In areas subject to intensive 
wear, Reutz 
said, 
when 
the 
glazecoat starts to show wear, 
the surface 
can 
be 
reglazed 
easily and brought back to its 
original finish.

Costs Lowered

ble to create unique designs, 
shapes and sizes within price 
ranges comparable to those of 
other types of carpets. 
Richard Kline who heads Rug- 
crofters, one of the largest or­ 
ganizations of rug artisans spec­ 
ializing principally in this field, 
says the actual business of cus­ 
tom rug making on a broad 
scale, came about quite by acci­ 
dent. 
During World War II, when 
imports of rugs from abroad 
were curtailed sharply, Kline 
sought out the hundreds of Car­ 
olina and Georgia crofters — 
hill 
dwellers — 
who 
made 
patchwork rugs of unique design 
in their own homes for sale to 
the public. He felt sure these 
native rug weavers could repro­ 
duce designs of his own select­ 
ion — so he went ahead with 
the idea. Hence the name Rug- 
crofters, and the growth of the 
company. 


Islanders E m p lo y e d 
As the need grew for new 
tools and equipment as well as 
a concentrated source of arti - 
sans, Kline shifted his custom 
rugmaking

where, today, his manufactur­
